REGISTRATION    HEADQUARTERS 

Delegates  will  find  registration  headquarters  on  the  mezzanine 
floor  of  the  Lafayette  Hotel.  Please  register  immediately  upon  arrival. 
According  to  the  rules  of  the  Association  a  registration  fee  of  50  cents 
will  be  charged. 

HOSPITALITIES 

A  complimentary  dinner,  by  the  University  of  Kentucky,  will  be 
given  to  the  members  of  the  Association  on  Thursday  evening.  Fol- 
lowing the  presidential  address.  President  and  Mrs.  Frank  L.  McVey 
will  give  a  reception  to  the  members  of  the  Association  at  their 
home.

At  twelve  o'clock,  Friday  noon,  the  members  of  the  Association 
will  be  taken  on  an  Historical  Pilgrimage  to  Shakertown,  where  a 
subscription  luncheon  will  be  served.

RAILROAD  RATES 

Very  Important — Read  Carefully 

Suggested  advice  to  members  of  the  organizations  respecting  the 
reduction  authorization  on  the  certificate  plan  for  the  benefit  of  mem- 
bers and  dependent  members  of  their  families. 

A  reduction  of  one-half  of  the  return  fare,  on  the  certificate  plan, 
will  apply  to  members  (and  to  dependent  members  of  their  families) 
attending  the  meeting  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  Historical  Association, 
the  Kentucky  Academy  of  Social  Sciences  and  the  Kentucky  State 
Historical  Society  in  Lexington,  Ky.,  April  30  to  May  2.  This  arrange- 
ment will  include  the  territory  covered  by  the  Central,  Trunk  Line, 
Southeastern,  Western,  and  Southwestern  Passenger  Association. 

The  following  directions  are  submitted  for  your  guidance: 

1.  Tickets  at  the  regular  one-way  tariff  fares  for  the  going  journey 
may  be  obtained  on  any  of  the  following  dates  (but  not  on  any  other 
date) :  April  27,  May  2,  inclusive.*  Be  sure  that  when  purchasing  going 
ticket  you  request  a  CERTIFICATE.  Do  not  make  the  mistake  of 
asking  for  a  "Receipt." 

2.  Certificates  are  not  kept  at  all  stations.  If  you  inquire  at  your 
home  station,  you  can  ascertain  whether  certificates  or  through  tickets 
can  be  there  obtained  to  place  of  meeting.  If  not  obtainable  at  your 
home  station,  the  agent  if  requested  will  inform  you  at  what  station 
they  can  be  obtained.  You  can  in  such  case  purchase  a  local  ticket  to 
the  station  which  has  certificates  in  stock,  at  which  latter  station  you 
can  purchase  a  through  ticket  and  at  the  same  time  ask  for  and  o'btain 
a  certificate  to  be  presented  at  the  place  of  meeting. 

3.  Immediately  upon  arrival  at  Lexington  present  your  certificate 
at  the  registration  desk.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  validation 
of  certificates  by  a  Special  Agent  of  the  carriers  at  Hotel  Lafayette 
if  the   minimum   number  of   150   certificates   is   presented. 

4.  If  the  necessary  minimum  of  150  certificates  is  presented,  you 
will  be  entitled  to  a  return  ticket  via  the  same  route  over  which  you 
made  the  going  journey,  of  one-half  of  the  regular  one-way  tariff  fare. 

5.  Obtain  a  certificate  even  if  you  are  traveling  only  a  short  dis- 
tance. It  will  help  the  delegate  coming  a  long  way  to  secure  the  re- 
duced fare. 

6.  Validation  dates,  April  30,  May  2,  inclusive.  Last  honoring 
date  May  6th.
